INSURANCE IRREGULARITIES.

DISCOVERIES RECENTLY MADE BY SUPERIN- 
TENDENT SMYTH IN EXAMINING FIRE AND 
LIFE COMPANIES. 

ALBANY, Aug, 22.—Superintendent Smyth 
has just finished a series of important examina- 
tions of fire and life insurance companies, and 
a condition of affairs is shown that is likely to 
excite considerable public interest. In no case 
have the facts become public, and the Superin- 
tendent, in stating the results of the examina- 
tion to-day, insisted that the names of the com- 
panies should not be mentioned, as the pro- 
posed warning and advice would be fully as 
well given without, and in all the cases of fire 
insurance companies, the companies still remain 
solvent. 

Im the case of one of the oldest companies in 
New-York City, a defalcation on the part of the 
President extending over 10 years and involv- 
ing $40,000 or $50,000 was discovered, and 
was first made known to the officers by thé ex-

THE REFUNDING CERTIFICATES. 


Itis not easy to retain a sober counte- 
nance while studying the solemn acknowl- 
edgements that come from Washington with 
regard tothe non-fulfillment of the expec- 
tations excited by.the issue of $40,000,000 
of refunding certificates. The natural in- 
ference from the lachrymose statements 
that have appeared would be that a great 
scheme of Governmental benevolence has 
been frustrated by the greed and cunning 
ofspeculators. These statements, in their 
spirit, are in perfect keeping with the pre- 
tenses put forward while the scheme was 
under the consideration of Congress. Mr. 
GILFILLAN, we doubt not in good faith, de- 
nies that the refunding certificates ever 
took the place of savings banks; and in 
proof. thereof he is, reported to have ad- 
duced the non-existence of adomand for 
the certificates in small amounts. But the 
circumstance he cites—which, as we prefer 
to state it, indieates the difficulty of satis- 
fying a demand for) small amounts, 
wather than the non-existence of the de- 
mand itself—does not touch the essence of 
the’question raised by the information just 
published. 

Whether the Congress and the Treasury 
were joint parties to the transparently ab- 
surd scheme which, as a Washington dis- 
patch puts it, “looked to the establishment 
of a Government savings institution,” is a 
matter not worth discussing, What we do 
know is that the good intentions of Congress 
were sustained, if they were not prompted, 
by the Treasury, and that the two must share 
the discredit attaching to the encourage- 
ment of hopes which were obviously fore- 
ordained to failure. Two reasons were as- 
signed in support of the project, and the 
responsibility for them belongs quite as 
much to the Treasury as to the Congress. 
One was, that an opportunity should be af- 
forded to. the people of exemplifying their in- 
terest in the national credit and of realizing 
their proportion of benefit accruing from 
its improved condition. Another, that 
facilities should be furnished for investing 
small sums with a degree of security whigh

With an in- 
tensity of gravity which is really comic, 
some of the party journals are urging the 
claims of‘different men, as if these had 
claims which the party was bound to recog- 
nize; while others gravely counsel & 
policy which is recommended with an 
air of sincerity that might deceive 
those who do not know that the 
only policy and the only candidate of the 
Democratic Party are now under the lock 
and key of Mr. S. J. Timpex. It is not, 
therefore, a question as to what the best 
interests of the Democratic Party require 
should be done, but what Mr, TitpEn will 
require shall bedone. The World may scoff 
and the Express may flounder; it is never- 
theless true that Mr. Tr.pzw owns the Dem- 
ocratic Party of this State and will do with 
it what he likes, Oceans of ink and reams 
of high-sounding resolutions will not wipe 
out this hard fact. 

Do the New-York Democrats find pleasure 
in this condition of things?

At present, therefore, the Fabris 
system of nasal education is limited to the 
gentler sex, though thé discoverer has not 
abandoned the hope of mastering the secret 
of the masculine nose. 


Dr. Fabris’s experiments were made with 
the aid of .seventy-eight small girls of be- 
tween 10 and 15 years of age. Small girls 
suitable for scientific experiment are cheap 
in Venice, but the Doctor would have: spent 
a fortune, if necessary, in. his investiga- 
tions. These girls he divided into. six 
classes. Each class was kept day and night 
in an atmosphere steeped in some particular 
perfume. The effects pf these specific per- 
fumes were carefully studied, and the result 
is really startling. 

The class of girls in musk consisted of thir- 
teen members, chosen atrandom. At the end 
of six months every girl, without exception, 
had become plump, languid, . and conspicu- 
ously good-tempered unless under extreme 
provocation. Though Dr, Fabris found that 
musk produced a desire for wearing fine 
clothes and jewelry, it was also evident that 
it did not stimulate a taste for personal 
neatness, though perhaps this was due to 
indisposition to take any unnecessary trou- 
ble, which is the characteristic effect of 
musk,. This experiment convinced the in- 
vestigator that an amiable, languid, and 
showy girl, with a tendency to undue post- 
ponement in the matter of changing collars 
and cuffs, may be produced by the aid of 
musk in from five: to six months, out of the 
most seraggzy, spiteful, and viciously active 
material. 

The effect of the perfume of the rose was 
precisely opposite to that of musk. The 
girls of the rose class grew thin, abnormally 
neat, excessively prudish, and decidedly 
unamiable. A Gurious unwillingness to tell 
the truth was developed in twelve of the 
thirteen girls subjected to this experiment, 
a result which was the more remarkable 
since, in other respects, they were unusu- 
ally strict in obeying the teachings of the 
Church. For this style of girl there is, of 
course, little or no demand, except in those 
parts of New-England where every girl is ex- 
pected to. become a school-teacher. It is, 
however, of great importance for us to know 
the real effect of rose, arid from this date 
onward we may expect that conscientious 
fathers and husbands will see that this 
objectionable perfume does not enter their 
houses. 

Geranium was found to produce a fair 
sample of girl, These subjected to its in- 
fluence developed the plumpness of the 
musk girls, a decidedly independent spirit,

The Albanians, who have just sent a deputa- 
tion. to Constantinople to ask the Turkish Govern- 
ment for the privilege of home rule, are little known 
to travelers, and are in many respects a very pecu- 
liar people, They are much in earnest in their pro- 
teat against the proposed transfer of a portion of 
their country to Greece, and if the transfer be made, 
will not be likely to submit to it tamely. They 
number about 2,000,000, and call themselves Sky- 
petars, They are not tobe confounded with the 
Albani, who live on the Caspian Sea; they are de- 
seondants of the ancient Hlyrians, mixed with 
Greeks and Slavs; are half-civilized mountaineers, 
generous to their friends and vindictive to their foes. 
Continually under arms, they are rather robbers 
and pirates than cattle-raisers and agricultar- 
ists, as they assume to be. Many serve.as mer- 
conaries, and these are the best soldiers in the Tark- 
ish Army. They were once all Christians; buf, 
afterthe death of their last chief, GQzoras CasTR10L0, 
surnamed Scanderbeg, and their conquest by the 
Turks, most of them embraced Mohammedanism, 
and, with the true spirit of conversion, cruelly 
and perfidiously perseented. such of the tribes 
as remained trae to the old faith. The steep valleys 
of the Acheron in the south, forming the District of 
Sull, are occupied by a powerful tribe, the Sullotes, 
who till their fields sword in hand, and conceal their 
gathered harvests in the earth. They made them- 
selves famons by their long and spirited resistance 
to Att Pasha. The Albanians are all believers in 
and executors of the law of retaliation, even ex- 


; ceeding the Oorsicans in this. An assassin is slain 


by the Kinsmen or friends of the victim. If they 
cannot find him, they kill his father, his son, his 
brother, or his cousin. Adultery. bears ‘the same 
penalty as assassination. If a betrothed girl jilts her 
lover he is privileged to kill any member of her 
family. Hospitality is. sacred. A man who wounds 
or slays his guest is driven from his tribe, and all 
commanication with his family is interdicted. He 
who kills a woman is forever dishonored, all his 
relatives being designated as woman-slayers.
